part,  he  was  deeply  moved.  He 
felt  in  vital  touch  again  with  the 
people  of  his  faith. 

This  is  one  of  my  assignments. 
I  serve 'as  a  connecting  link  be¬ 
tween  the  churches  of  my  de¬ 
nomination  and  between  the  de¬

“The  problem  of  alcoholism  in 
France  has  become  so  serious  and 
immediate  that  the  cost  of  main¬ 
taining  addicts  now  exceeds  and 
greatly  exceeds  all  revenues  in  tax¬ 
es  on  liquors  as  well  as  in  licenses 
issued  to  bars  and  cafes.  After  a 
recent  |>artial  survey  of  the  situ¬ 
ation,  the  French  Ministry  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  estimated  that  6,393.225 
working  days  are  lost  by  alcoholics 
who  are  at  present  interned  or 
hospitalized. 

“Did  you  ever  hear  it  said  that 
Europe  knows  how  to  carry  its 
liquor;  that  overseas  drinking  is 
what  drinking  should  be  in  Um 
United  Stales;  or  that  the  French 
drink  like  ladies  and  gentlemen? 
Ever  since  World  War  II  it  has 
been  dinned  in  my  ears  that  only 
Americans  drink  to  excess  and  that 
Eunqieans  teach  their  sons  and 
daughters,  from  tlie  cradle,  to 
drink  •intelligently/  Well,  don’t 
you  believe  it!"

required  duel  shall  not  apply  dur¬ 
ing  year*  of  eligibility  prior  to  the 
attainment  of  age  twenty-five. 

It  la,  however,  to  the  advantage 
of  a  minister,  while  ander  age 
twenty-five,  to  become  a  partici¬ 
pant,  in  order  to  become  eligible 
for  disability  retirment  and  wi- 
dow’s  benefits.  The  penalty  for  de¬ 
layed  participation  prior  to  age 
twenty-five  which  hat  been  incur¬ 
red  would  be  lifted  for  those  who 
transfer  to  the  liberalized  plan. 

The  new  Plan,  to  become  effec¬ 
tive  In  Mississippi,  must  be  first 
adopted  by  the  State  Convention.  It 
will  be  presented  to  the  Convention 
at  Ha  annual  session  in  Jackaon 
Nov.  17-19. 

Following  Ha  adoption  by  the 
Convention  K  must  then  be  adopted 
by  at  least  two  thirds  of  those 
members  and  churches  now  In  the 
Ministers  Retirement  Plan. 

When  adopted  by  the  above  group 
the  new  Plan  would  go  Into  effect 
July  1,  1954. 

Those  not  voting  to  go  Into  the 
New  Plan  could  remain  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  plans  but  no  new  contracts 
would  be  written  after  J  u  1  y  1. 
1964.  If  the  new  Plan  is  adopted.

On  Saturday  I  went  oo  out  to 
Mount  Zion  and  preached.  Church¬ 
es  had  preaching  on  Saturday  then 
and  attended  to  all  business  mat¬ 
ters  All  the  country  churches 
and  some  of  the  town  churcl 
did  I  preached  Sunday  morning 
and  made  it  back  to  Brother 
Farmer's  house  at  old  Westvifie 
end  spent  Sunday  night.  It  was 
then  that  Brother  Farmer’s  boys 
told  me  that  “Miss  Laura”  Berry 
wanted  tome  boy  -  to  live  in  her 
home  and  do  a  few  chores  for  his 
board. 

Next  morning,  forty-three  years 
ago  I  rode  up  to  "Mias  Laura's” 
house.  I  got  the  job! 

I  went  into  “Mias  Laura's",  took 
ever  my  room  and  got  a  line  oo 
the  things  I  was  to  do  about  the 
bouse  I  went  over  to  the  school 
house  and  got  my  classes  lined 
op.  I  was  in  the  fourth  grade.  I 
skipped  everything  to  the  ninth 
year— first  year  of  high  school. 

What  did  I  do  about  books? 
Buy  them  on  credit?  No.  I  did 
■ot  have  any  credit.  Day  by  day 
1  borrowed  certain  books  from 
some  students  and  studied  them 
that  night  and  would  always  study 
an  entire  advance-lesson  each 
night  in  the  books  I  had  that 
Might  The  next  day  I  borrowed 
certain  other  books  from  ether 
students  and  did  likewise.  Not  ail 


Bother  Sutton  took  me. 

Brother  Wayne  Sutton  wa*  the 
most  polished,  the  moat  genteel 
looxi  ig  man,  the  smoothest  temp¬ 
ered  man  I  have  ever  known  in 
my  life.  Had  had  a  very  rapid 
and  smooth  flow  of  speech.  I 
have  never  heard  a  speaker  to 
equal  him  for  smoothness,  for 
rapidness  of  paeech,  and  for 
graphic  descriptive*.  And  he  was 
an  endless  student.  For  that  day 
and  time  be  had  a  marvelous 
library. 

I  spent  every*  ne  of  my  idle 
hours  in  that  library ;  Matthew 
Henry,  John  A.  Broadus,  Len  G. 
Broughton,  B.  H.  Carroll.  C.  H.  M 
—volumes,  volumes,  volumes,  al¬ 
most  without  end  and  I  read 
them  avidly.  But  I  also  milked 
eleven  head  of  cows,  fed  frty 
head  of  bogs,  three  hundred  chick¬ 
ens.  and  ran  the  milk  through  tbe 
oid-faahiooed  De  Leval  cream 
separator.  I  made  up  all  the  beds 
and  swept  all  the  floors  every 
morning  before  going  to  school. 

On  Saturdays  I  cleaned  out  all 
the  cow-stalls,  swept  the  yards, 
hoed  the  garden,  and  put  fireplace 
wood  and  stove  wood  on  the  long 
porch  to  do  the  entire  coming 
week.  I  always  went  to  town  on 
jsaturday  Just  in  time  to  get  back 
to  the  bouse  by  four  o'clock.  I

Attitude*  are  quite  different 
about  this  generation  of  young  peo¬ 
ple.  Some  say  they  are  going  to 
the  devil.  Others  say  they  are  the 
best  yet.  No  doubt,  there  are  some 
going  in  both  direction*. 

Last  Sunday  I  was  given  great 
encouragement  about  the  possibi¬ 
lities  for  the  present  generation  of 
young  men  and  women.  It  wai 
Homecoming  Sunday  at  E 1  m 
Grove  Church,  where  I  waa  pas¬ 
tor  twenty  years  ago.  I  found  the 
congregation  assembled  in  a 
beautiful  new  building,  and  aaw 
evidence  of  a  new  interest  in  re¬ 
ligion  and  church  work.  There 
are  several  striking  improvements. 

First,  more  people  are  assum¬ 
ing  responsibility.  A  young  woman 
taught  the  young  adult’s  Sunday 
school  class,  and  did  it  well.  One 
|of  the  deacons  told  me  that  most 
of  the  younger  men  and  women 
lead  in  public  prayer  now  when 
called  upon  to  do  so.  Twenty 
years  ago  there  were  only  a  few 
who  could  do  so. 

Second,  the  church  is  better  or¬ 
ganized.  The  reason  for  organiza¬ 
tion  in  churches  is  in  order  to 
designate  responsibility  and  chan¬ 
nel  efforts  of  a  group.  At  Elm 
Grove  the  people  have  learned 
that  the  Lord's  work  can  be  done 
much  more  effectively  when  a 
group  la  organized. 

Third,  the  people  are  giving 
much  more  generously.  When  I 
looked  at  the  bulletin  beard  and 
saw  that  the  morning  offering  at 
Sunday  school  amounted  to  9738  27 
I  could  not  believe  tt.  I  looked 
again,  and  finally  aaked  the  su¬ 
perintendent  about  tt.  The  an¬ 
nouncement  was  correct.  I  could 
remember  when  it  took  us  two 
years  to  raise  that  much  money 
at  Elm  Grove. 

Fourth,  Elm  Grove  now  has  an 
excellent  choir,  and  tbe  great  old 
hymn*  of  the  church  are  used.  I 
was  delighted  to  find  that  Elm 
Grove  has  not  gone  for  modernis¬ 
tic  religious  jasx.  These  old 
hymns  have  a  message  that  nev¬ 
er  grows  old,  and  they  touch  the 
deeper  needs  in  every  human 
heart  whenever  they  are  used. 

Fifth,  the  young  married  couples 
bring  their  children  to  church.  Why 
not?  It  la  possible  to  destroy  our 
churches  by  Just  leaving  the  chil¬ 
dren  at  borne.  They  cannot  know 
what  churehet  are  for  unless 
they  be  brought  by  their  parents 
and  be  taught  to  conduct  them¬ 
selves  in  a  worthy  manner  while 
there. 

Sixth,  the  church  has  adopted  a 
full  time  program  of  work  and  now 
for  the  first  time  has  a  pastor  Uv 
ing  with  the  people.  Heretofore, 
they  have  majored  on  a  preach¬ 
ing  ministry.  Now  they  have  more 
preaching  than  ever  before,  and 
also  a  pastoral  ministry.  Their 
spiritual  helper  is  in  the  commu¬ 
nity  to  be  of  help  whenever  and 
however  needed. 

Throughout  the  day  tt  wa*  obvi¬ 
ous  that  Elm  Grove  is  now  in  its 
greatest  work  as  a  church  l 
cause  the  younger  members  are 
working  at  their  mission  for  the 
Lofd  as  no  other  generation  ever 
did  in  that  community.  This  is  a 
hopeful  sign.
